-- then attack two outlying U. S. positions, (at he rhauh and IXic Co), 
and then move along Route 19 (see attached map) auto a direct attack 

on Pleiku City. . - 

I have talked to General Wheeler, who tells me there are large forces 
based at Pleiku which ought to be able to deal with this kind of thrust 
without drawing on reinforcements which Westy has earmarked for Khe Sahh. 

General Wheeler thinks it possible that they may be making the first steps 
in the plan which intelligence has detected. 

The total number of enemy troops in the Pleiku area is estimated at, 
roughly, 5, 000. 
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
